ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Dunbarton School Districts : 


We can report a year of school work of more than usual 
encouragement and profit. Five schools in number have 
been carried on. The attendance has been good. No epi- 
demic sickness interrupted the regular attendance of the 
scholars or element of distrust existed to hinder their 
progress while there. 

Teachers of experience and ability have been employed. 
A marked degree of success has attended their faithful 
efforts, and to-day our schools will compare favorably with 
any in the state. 

The events worthy of special notice the past year have 
been the observance of Memorial Day by the pupils of all 
our schools at the town hall, the flag-raising in the Monta- 
lona district, and the presentation by Mrs. J. Bunten of a 
prize in the Centre division for the best work in all studies. 

The exercises of Memorial Day were inspiring and in- 
structive, each school contributing selections, musical and 
rhetorical, appropriate to the occasion. The enthusiasm 
and patriotism manifested in these exercises by the schools 
commend themselves to every patriotic citizen, and should 
be encouraged by all lovers of good citizenship. If we are 
to have patriotic men and women, we must have patriotic 
boys and girls. The Hon. John McLane, of Milford, a for- 
mer pupil in our schools, gave an eloquent address suitable 
for the day and occasion. 

The raising of a large and beautiful flag in the Monta- 
lona division, although wholly local in its inception, was 
largely attended by many residents of this and adjoining 
towns. Exercises by the school, accompanied with music 
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by the band, speaking by members of the school board and 
others, made the occasion one long to be remembered by. 
the school and those witnessing it. Loyalty to all that the 
flag stands for was renewedly pledged. 

The interest manifested by the offering of a valuable 
prize for scholarship is to be commended. It in some de- 
gree compensates for the effort to do well, while it does not 
excite a spirit of other than honorable rivalry. The duty 
of deciding to whom the prize belongs is a very difficult one 
where all do so well. 

To encourage a better attendance, the school board 
offered cards of perfect attendance to such as were not: ab- 
sent or tardy during the term. The result, although not 
wholly satisfactory, was a much larger per cent. of perfect 
attendance than for years previous. It is but justice to a 
number who failed but once that we make worthy mention 
of them. 

Our school rooms are all furnished with modern furni- 
ture, and equipped with clocks, blackboards, charts, globes, 
dictionaries, etc. In some a few repairs will be needed. 

Our schools are reaping a rich reward from the personal 
interest taken in them, as well as from your liberal appro- 
priations given for their support. The future good of the 
pupil and of the community depend upon the character of 
our common schools. Experience proves that no better in- 
vestment of money can be made than that which adminis- 
ters to public intelligence and morality. 

But with all our solicitude for our schools, and the bene- 
fit of our favorable opportunities, the best results will not 
be reached without the efforts of the true teacher; every- 
thing seems to turn on this one point. The best laid plans, 
systems, and methods fail in the hands of the incompetent. 

The presence of the true, generous, cheerful teacher is 
an inspiration. Such a one is a moral force in the school- 
room, and compels recognition and obedience. Such will 
secure the sympathy and codperation of the patrons of our 
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schools, which is so essential to success. Let only such be 
employed. Do not think, when you have paid your taxes 
and elected your school officers, that your work is done. 
Remember that the school is still your own, the scholars 
are your children, and that they are soon to be the men 
and women of our land. See to it that every detail of our 
school system is employed in the best manner. 

Evidence of the important place our schools occupy in 
the public mind is shown by the frequent legislation in 
their behalf. Our school law is founded upon right princi- 
ples, that education is compulsory and not optional. The 
law requiring the attendance of 16 weeks during the school 
year should be strictly enforced. Let this law be so 
amended that all between the ages of eight and sixteen 
years shall attend the entire school year, and a lasting good 
will be done to the coming generations. 

Let us remember that legislation alone will not make 
good scholars or good schools. It les with us as a district 
and a people to say what our schools shall be. Then let 
every lover of good society and good government make 
them the object of intelligent effort, and loyal support.
